GENERAL  REMARKS. 

No  cases  of  yellow  fever,  smallpox,  or  plague  originated  on  or 
were  brought  to  the  Isthmus  during  the  month. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Employees. 

The  health  offcthe  employees  remained  good  during  the  month. 
The  number  of  names  on  the  rolls  for  the  preceding  month  was 
31,223. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  hospitals  and  quarters  was 
Si's,  a  rate  of  318.23  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  307.23  for  the 
preceding  month,  and  332.87  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  17:  of  these  13 
died  from  disease,  or  4.99  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  5.01  for 
the  preceding  month,  and  4.38  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year. 

The  constantly  noneffective  rate  was  10.34,  compared  with  10.31 
for  the  preceding  month,  and  10.11  for  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year. 

The  total  admission  rate  for  malaria,  hospitals,  and  quarters  was 
18.83,  compared  with  26.11  for  last  month,  and  56.94  for  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year,  and  the  total  noneffective  rate  0.71, 
compared  with  0.88  for  last  month  and  1.15  for  January,  1915. 
This  is  the  lowest  admission  rate  for  malaria  ever  attained  on  the 
Isthmus-  it  is  less  than  one-third  of  the  rate  for  the  same  month  of 
last  year,  which  in  its  turn  was  lower  than  for  any  previous  January. 
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Malaria  caused  6  per  cent  of  all  admissions  to  hospital  and  quarters. 
Seven  per  cent  of  the  total  noneffective  rate  was  caused  by  malaria. 

The  diseases  next  to  malaria  causing  the  highest  admission  rates, 
in  the  order  of  their  numerical  importance,  were  venereal  diseases, 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  respiratory  system,  and  digestive 
system.  These  five  classes  of  diseases  caused  51  per  cent  of  all 
admissions  to  hospital. 

The  admission  rate  for  typhoid  fever  was  0.38  as  compared  with 
0.36  for  last  month  and  0*00  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year. 

Effects  of  Race. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospital,  and  the  death  rate  for  disease  for 
black  employees  were  131.29  and  5.39  per  thousand,  as  compared 
with  396.91  and  264  for  white  employees.  The  noneffective  rate 
for  disease  and  injuries  for  black  employees  per  thousand  was  8.85. 
as  compared  with  19.25  for  white  employees. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  quarters  for  malaria  was  13.53 
per  thousand  for  blacks,  as  compared  with  50.27  for  whites. 

The  death  rate  for  Americans  was  2.81,  and  the  admission  rate  to 
hospitals  for  disease  was  206.39.  The  admission  rate  for  malaria  to 
hospitals  and  quarters  was  42.19  for  Americans. 

Deportations. 

There  was  one  deportation  accomplished  during  the  month,  a  non- 
employee,  native  of  Denmark,  charity  patient;  diagnosis,  chronic 
malaria  and  uncinariasis. 

Canal  Zone. 

The  population  of  the  Canal  Zone  is  31 ,739,  among  whom  there  was 
a  total  of  32  deaths;  of  these,  27  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a 
rate  of  10.20  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  13.29  for  the  preceding 
month,  and  13.72  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the 
total  deaths  from  disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age  was  44 
as  compared  with  49  of  last  month. 

There  were  61  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  23.06  per  thousand. 
Of  these  births,  12  were  of  white  and  49  of  colored  children.  There 
were  7  deaths  of  children  under  1  year  of  age,  all  colored,  giving 
an  infant  mortality  of  0.00  for  white  and  143  for  colored  children, 
with  a  general  average  of  115.  The  percentage  of  stillbirths  to 
total  births  was  3.28. 

Panama  City. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  60,778,  among  whom  there  was  a 
total  of  144  deaths;  of  these  140  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a 
rate  of  27.64  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  31.01  for  the  preceding 
month  and  33  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the 
total  deaths  from  disease,  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age  was  49, 
compared  with  51  for  last  month.  The  principal  causes  of  death 
showing  an  increase  as  compared  with  December  were:  Typhoid  4, 
compared  with  1  for  the  preceding  month;  diarrhea  and  enteritis 


15,  compared  with  9  for  last  month;  and  organic  disease^of  the 
heart  5,  compared  with  4  for  the  month  of  December. 

There  were  165  births,  giving  a  rate  of  32.58  per  thousand.  The 
percentage  of  stillbirths  to  total  births  was  8  per  cent. 

Colon. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  24,693,  among  whom  there  were  86 
deaths;  of  these  85  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of  41.31 
per  thousand,  as  compared  with  24.13  for  the  preceding  month  and 
21.27  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  This  is  a  very  large 
increase  in  the  death  rate,  but  it  is  probably  temporary  and  acci- 
dental, as  it  is  all  in  the  realm  of  chronic  diseases,  as  is  shown  below. 
Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age 
was  42  per  cent  compared  with  41  per  cent  for  last  month. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  showing  an  increase  as  compared 
with  December  were:  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  11,  as  compared 
with  8  for  the  preceding  month;  Bright's  disease  12,  as  compared 
with  4  for  the  month  of  December;  lobar  pneumonia  7,  as  com- 
pared with  3  for  last  month;  and  organic  heart  disease  6,  against  4 
in  December. 

There  were  67  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  32.60  per  thousand. 
The  infant  mortality  was  386  per  thousand.  The  percentage  of 
stillbirths  to  total  births  was  7.69. 

HOSPITAL  DIVISION. 

Ancon  Hospital. 

During  the  month  the  average  number  of  patients  constantly  in 
hospital  was  472.69.  The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  in  hospital 
proper  was  $1.8843  and  $0.9223  net.  The  net  per  capita  cost  of 
patients  in  the  insane  asylum  was  $0.4139. 

BOARD   OP  HEALTH   LABORATORY. 

The  following  work  in  addition  to  routine  was  performed  during 
the  month: 

Observations  on  the  eggs  and  larval  stage  of  the  cockroaches 
of  Panama.  Rearing  of  hymenopterous  parasites  from  the  eggs  of 
cockroaches  with  observations  on  their  bionomics.  Studies  on  the 
larval  stage  of  the  horseflies,  Tabanidae.  Experiments  with  the 
hemipterous  giant  water  bug,  Belastoma  sp.,  with  regards  to  the 
destruction  of  mosquito  larvae.  Continued  studies  on  the  screw 
worm  fly,  Cochliomyia  desvoidyi,  to  determine  the  effect  of  high 
and  low  temperatures  on  their  life  cycle,  and  experiments  con- 
ducted to  determine  the  depth  necessary  to  bury  the  larvae  to  pre- 
vent the  emergence  of  adult  flies.  Observations  on  the  oviposi- 
tion  of  the  soldier  fly,  Hermetia  illucens.  Identification  and  separa- 
tion of  Mansonia  and  Wyeomyia  from  other  genera  of  Culicidae, 
because  of  the  difference  in  their  breeding  habits  as  compared  with 
other  mosquitoes. 
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Trypanosoma  hippicum ,  the  cause  of  murrina,  has  been  found  in 
two  more  horses  from  Pecora,  Republic  of  Panama. 

A  chemical  examination  was  made  of  two  specimens  of  milk 
which  were  alleged  to  have  produced  sickness,  for  the  purpose  of 
isolating  any  toxic  substance,  organic  or  inorganic.  The  examina- 
tion was  supplemented  with  feeding  experiments  with  a  monkey. 
The  results  were  negative. 

Six  comparisons  were  made  of  several  proposed  methods  of  deter- 
mining fat  in  tissue  in  order  to  secure  a  method  of  determination 
of  fat  in  livers  in  certain  conditions  found  at  autopsy. 

Out  of  5,440  Anopheles  mosquitoes  which  were  sent  to  the  Labo- 
ratory for  identification  from  all  parts  of  the  Canal  Zone,  all  were 
albimanus  except  4  pseudo-punctipennis,  6  malefactor,  and  2 
apicimacula. 

Of  6,841  other  mosquitoes  sent  in  for  identification,  1,702  were 
Mansonia  and  81  Wyeomyia. 

IXSAXE    DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  month  there  were  14  admissions,  7  discharges,  and 
4  deaths.  Two  of  the  discharges  and  two  admissions  represent  two 
cases  sent  to  Ancon  Hospital  for  surgical  treatment,  and  returned 
to  this  hospital  in  same  month. 

The  case  of  typhoid  fever  which  was  reported  last  month  in  the 
person  of  a  female  patient  who  had  been  in  the  asylum  several 
months  was  traced  to  another  female  patient  in  the  same  ward,  who 
was  found  to  be  a  temporary  carrier.  A  second  case  in  the  same 
ward  early  in  January  was  traced  to  the  same  carrier.  Since  the 
carrier  was  discovered  there  have  been  no  new  cases. 

Work  about  the  grounds  has  been  consistent  and  steady  with  the 
result  that  the  grounds  show  a  gratifying  appearance. 

Several  minor  improvements  have  been  established  in  each 
ward,  such  as  boxes  for  soiled  linen:  and  closets  for  mops,  brooms, 
and  scrub  rags. 

The  general  physical  health  of  the  patients  remains  good. 


On  the  third  instant  a  number  of  cases  of  milk  poisoning  occurred 
among  the  persons  using  bottled  milk  from  the  farm  dairy.  The 
symptoms  were  those  of  gastro -intestinal  irritation:  most  of  the 
cases  were  among  children.  The  cause  of  the  outbreak  is  still 
under  investigation. 

CHRONIC    WARD. 

There  were  27.26  chronic  and  incurable  patients  constantly  cared 
for  during  the  month.     The  cost  per  patient  per  day  was  $0.2257. 
Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIII. 


Colon  Hospital. 

The  average  number  of  employees  constantly  sick  was  21.75. 
The  average  number  of  days'  treatment  per  employee  was  7.60. 
The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  was  $2.52  gross  and  $1.78  net. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIV. 

Palo  Seco  Leper  Asylum. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  month 
was  57,  as  compared  with  58  for  last  month. 
Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XV. 

Santo  Tomas  Hospital. 

During  the  month  a  total  of  1,360  patients  were  treated,  108  less 
than  the  preceding  month.  The  daily  average  of  patients  in  hos- 
pital was  43S.  as  compared  with  462  for  December,  and  the  total 
number  of  hospital  days  was  14,190,  as  compared  with  14,326  for  the 
preceding  month.  A  total  of  84  deaths  have  occurred  with  tuber- 
culosis, organic  disease  of  the  heart,  congenital  debility,  and 
broncho-pneumonia  the  chief  causes  in  the  order  named. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XVI. 

DISTRICT  DISPENSARIES. 

The  dispensary  having  the  highest  admission  rate  for  malaria  was 
Pedro  Miguel,  with  an  average  weekly  percentage  of  0.15;  that 
having  the  lowest  was  Cristobal,  with  a  percentage  of  0.01. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  IX. 

SANITATION— CANAL  ZONE. 

The  dry  season  has  become  fully  established,  and  the  work  of 
construction  and  repair  of  waterways  has  been  begun  in  all  the 
districts.  Banks  of  small  ponds  are  being  cleared  off  and  ditches 
cleaned,  regraded.  and  tile  is  being  laid;  and  ditches  which  wash 
badly  during  the  rainy  season  are  being  lined  with  cement.  Grass 
cutting  is  in  progress  in  all  the  resident  districts  and  many  areas 
which  have  hitherto  required  cutting  by  scythe  are  being  cleared 
and  graded  sufficiently  to  permit  the  use  of  a  mowing  machine. 
The  progress  of  these  measures  will  facilitate  the  work  and  reduce 
the  cost  of  maintenance  during  the  next  rainy  season. 

The  general  health  and  malarial  rate  have  both  been  satisfactory 
during  the  month,  the  average  weekly  percentage  of  employees 
excused  for  malaria  being  0.05,  as  compared  with  0.07  for  the 
preceding  month.

QUARANTINE   DIVISION. 

On  the  Atlantic  side  37  inspections  of  sailing  Aressels  were  made 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  mosquito-breeding  places  ex- 
isted on  board  in  water  containers.  Three  breeding  places  were 
found  and  abated.  Sixty-four  inspections  of  vessels  alongside 
were  made  for  the  purpose"  of  ascertaining  if  antiplague  regulations 
were  being  carried  out.  The  usual  quarantine  and  immigration 
regulations  were  enforced. 

On  the  Pacific  side  at  the  quarantine  reservation  suitable  signs 
were  installed  at  the  gates  of  the  reservation  and  on  the  landing 
pier.  A  street  lighting  system  was  installed  and  put  into  opera- 
tion by  the  electrical  division.  Grass  cutting  and  general  cleaning 
up  of  the  station  grounds  were  completed  during  the  month. 

Plague  conditions  on  the  South  American  coast  have  not  im- 
proved, and  for  the  last  two  weeks  of  December  the  report  from 
Guayaquil,  Ecuador,  gives  a  total  of  82  cases  reported,  with  19 
deaths.  Yellow  fever  is  also  prevalent  in  this  port,  this  being  the 
time  of  seasonal  recurrence. 

Yellow  fever  is  epidemic  in  Buenaventura  and  vicinity,  and  is 
reported  particularly  in  the  town  of  Caldas,  which  lies  about  mid- 
way between  Buenaventura  and  Cali,  being  approximately  80 
kilometers  from  each  town.  We  understand  that  the  people  from 
the  interior  coming  down  to  the  coast  for  embarkation  are  now 
brought  down  in  special  trains  during  the  daytime,  and  spend  prac- 
tically very  little  time  in  Buenaventura  or  the  yellow-fever  area. 
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A  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  stowaways  from  south- 
ern ports  has  been  noted,  probably  due  to  lack  of  vigilance  of  ships' 
officers  in  making  search  prior  to  departure  from  their  various 
ports.  During  the  month  three  stowaways  escaped  from  the  quar- 
antine station  and  have  not  been  apprehended.  One  cabin  pas- 
senger also  escaped  during  the  night  of  January  25,  was  arrested 
by  the  police  the  following  morning,  and  was  later  sentenced  in 
the  Balboa  magistrate's  court  to  a  fine  of  $25  and  to  serve  a  sen- 
tence of  20  days  in  prison.  lie  appealed  to  the  district  court  and 
was  released  on  8125  cash  bond. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  were  received  at  our  ports  during  the 
month.
